TUBBERCURRY MAN'S DEATH 
PRESUMED. 


In the goods of Patrick Gannon, supposed 
deceased, 

Mr. Micks, for Mr. Finlay (instructed by 
Mr. M. J. Howley), applied for an order pre- 
suming the death by drowning of Patrick 
Yannon, late of Tubberourry, Co. Sligo. 
farmer and contractor, and for liberty to 
James Gannon and Patrick -Henry, his 
executors, to apply for a grant of probate to 
the will of the supposed deceased man. 

Mrs. Lally, sister of Patrick Gannon, stated 
in an affidavit that he and she went for a 
holiday to Dumoran, Co. Sligo, in October 
last year. While sitting on a cliff on the 
seashore she saw her brother standing on a 
ledge of rock at the edge of the sea, fishin 
with a rod and line. She saw him slip o 
the rock and fall into the sea. She immedi- 
ately called for assistance to John Uncles, 
who was near by. Her brother swam back 
towards the rock upon which Uncles was 
then standing and caught hold of Uncles’ 
wrist. She then ran for other assistance, 
and when she returned she saw the body of 
her brother floating mn the sea about seventy 
or eightly yards from the rock from which he 
had fallen. His body, which then ap- 
peared to be dead, had mever been re- 
covered. 

John Uncles stated in an affidavit that he 
went to the assistance of Gannon and held 
his hand to him. Gannon caught him by 
the wrist and he did his best to pull him up 
on the rock, but was unable to pull him up, 
and before further assistance arrived Gannon 
let go his grip and fell back into the sea, 
the ede floating away. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
Anderson and Bland) said that he appeared 
for the Royal Exchange Company, in which 
the life of the supposed deceased man had 
been insured for £108. The affidavits, his 
clients thought, contained severa) gaps, and 
they thought that further particulars should 
be given before the man Was presumed to 
have been drowned. It was not stated that 
the man appeared to be exhausted when he 
Jet go Uncles’ wrist, and other circumstances 
were not stated. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that they could 
have these witnesses up for examination at 
Mr. Moore’s expense.

BANKRUP?CY COURT. 


A LONGFORD GROCER. 


In the Bankruptcy Court, before Mr. 
Justice Johnston, Peter Kelly, a bankrupt, 
who had carried on business as a grocer 
in Longford, was cross-examined as to his 
affairs by Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C. (instructed 
by Messrs. Scalian and Co.) on behalf of the 
assignees. The liabilities are set down as 
£1,281, and the assets at £551. 

The bankrupt, in the course of his evidence, 
said that he had héen a farmer before he 
went into the grocery business.. From the 
ist of last Septembe~ until the date on which 
he was adjudicated—namely, January 20th— 
he received goods from his creditors to the 
amount of £932 9s. 11d.; and during that 
period he made payments for these goods 
to the sum of £149 8s. 64. He could not 
tell what the value of the stock in hand was, 
but he admitted that he had received goods 
in October, November, an. December which 
brought the total up to about £1,200. 

Asked what he had done with the goods 
or the money that he got for theni, the 
bankrupt said that he was indébted to the 
bank, and that he had paid £200 in October 
and November to his brother in repayment 
of a loan. That sum was paid in instalments. 
After the 8th of Novem: sr he stopped lodging 
money in the bank. 

What did you do with the money you 
received in your shop after the 9th of No- 
vember? cannot make out what I did 
with it. I was paying i , brother what / 
owed him. 

Mr. Wood—But you have told us that you 
had paid him in October ’—I paid £60 to my 
sistér, and two other sums of £80 and £30 
to Mrs. Sweeney and Christy Kennedy. 

You have not accounted for nearly £1,000 
worth of stock. Were you drinking ’—A 
wee drop. 

The bankrupt, in answer to further ques- 
tions, said that his wife h*l some money, 
which she had got from her aunt about six 
years ago, and that she kept it, he knew 
not where, because she never told him, and 
he did not ask her. He could not say how 
much money his wife had when he married 
her. His wife had money at present, but 
where she got it he could not tell, nor could 
he tell where she kept it. His wife claimed 
the furniture of their house, because it was 
her money that paid for it. 

Would it be rig, to suggest that after 
the 9th of November, and coming up to the 
date of yo: * petition, you handed out portion 
of vour stock to your friends to keep for 
you ’—It would not. 

Did you tell vour wife that you had to 
settle with your cre“itcrs ?~Yes. 

And notwithstanding that, she, having 
money, as you say, did not offer to help 
you’—YWe at; net on the very best terms 
lately. 

Is she living wi’: you ?—She is. 

The Judge warned the bankrupt that he 
should give a better explanation of how he 
disposed of his stock, or the price of it, 
and he adjourned the examination. for a 
week.

A DUBLIN BANKRUPTCY. 

Patrick Thompson, who was examined in 
the Bankruptcy Court on the 17th inst., was 
again before Mr. Justice Johnston yesterday 
with regard to the return that he made of 
his assets and his liabilities.

sionally stored his furniture and some shop 
goods when he was changing his residence 
and place of business, as he did several 
times. 

How much of the £1,252 worth of goods 
found their way to this store in November, 
1927°—I could not tell you; it is in the 
stock sheet. The bankrupt added that 
while he was away in the country looking 
for money from his friends to help him— 
which he did not get—his business in Dean 
street was looked after by an assistant and 
his wife.

INDECENT ASSAULT CASE. 


JUDGE AND GIRL WITNESS. 


James Tangney (35), farmer's son, of Ballin- 
orig, Tralee, was indicted for having com- 
mitted an indecent assault on a young girl at 
Ballybeggan, outside Tralee, on hús, 
November 13th, 1927. When the case was 
triéd at the Circuit Court in Tralee the jury 
disagreed. 

During the hearing of the case a seventeen- 
year-old girl, Mary Brosnan, of New 
Cemetery, Tralee, was examined by Mr. 
Garrigan, K.C., for the prosecution, and 
stated that what she had eworn when the 
case was before the District Justice was all 
untrue. 

When réminded by Mr. Carrigan that she 
would be prosecuted for perjury she persisted 
in the assertion that what she swore in the 
court below was not true. 

To the Judge she stated that she had 
no ill-feeling against the accused man. or 
any of his family, and she could not give 
any reason why she had made a deposition 
that would have helped to convict him. 

The Judge—I do not know what action 
may be taken against you, but I can express 
my Own opinion of you, and it is that you 
are a disgrace. 

Sergeant Farrell, Civic Guard, in the course 
of his evidence, told the Court that the police 
had experienced considerable difficulty in 
getting evidence in the case. 

The case for the defence, which was 
supported by a number of witnesses, was that 
the accused man could not have been at the 
scene of the occurrence at the time alleged. 

The jury, after a few minutes’ absence, 
found a verdict of “‘ Guilty.”’ 

Mr. Carrigan said that it would be interest- 
ing to the jury to know that the accused 
man was a notorious ruffian and a menace to 
the district. His record was an abominable 
one and he had several times been convicted 
of various offences. 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne said that he would 
inflict on the prisoner the highest sentence

In the case of the Revenue Commissioners 
against’ Messrs. John G. and H. Percy 
McEntagart and the Lep Transport (Messrs. 
Cuddy and Flanagan, Ltd.) for. under 'de- 
claration of the value of Citroén motor cars, 
and for making a false declaration in respect 
to the value of the cars. Mr. Cussen entered 
judgment yesterday. Giving judgment last 
Thursday week, Mr. Cussen allowed his de- 
cision to stand over until yesterday. He 
made an order discharging Messrs. McEn- 
tagart conditionally on their entering into 
a recognisance in the sum of £900, without 
sureties, to be of good behaviour for six 
months, and each to pay the Revenue Com- 
missioners, within seven days, one-sixth of 
the proper sum payable for duty on the 
seven cars, less one-sixth of £185 18s.

In the case of the Lep Transport Com- 
pany, one of the directors could enter into 
a recognisance of £500. The defendant 
company should pay, within seven days, 
two-thirds of the proper duty on the seven 
cars, léss two-thirds of £183 18s. lld., with 
100 gtineas costs. 

Defendants entered 
bonds yesterday. 

Before proceeding with yesterday’s hear- 
ing of the case, Mr. Cussen mentioned that 
in giving judgment, he had stated that non- 
payment of the penalties involved imprison- 
ment until the penalties had been paid, and 
not for a definite period. He now found 
that the provisions of the Customs Act, 
1879, did not apply to Ireland. 

THE AMOUNT OF DUTY. 

Mr. Fitzgibbon, on behalf of Messrs.

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It is a further curious fact that the 
same experience befalls the libraries. A 
librarian recently complained that cheap 
books were constantly being stolen, but, 
notwithstanding the temptation which the 
open access system might seem to offer, 
good and more costly works were safe. 
His explanation was that the book thieves 
face the risk of taking things of little 
worth because they think that owners will 
not trouble to call in the police. 

Another explanation is offered by some 
experts who have tried to solve the 
mystery. A police court missionary is 
convinced tlat systematic book-stealing is 
a form of disease. One young man whom 
he toek in hand when he came from prison 
a second time confessed to him that book- 
shops affected him as public-houses affect 
some people. He could pever pass one 
by, and as soon as he sfepped fore it 
be simply had to slip a hook into his 
pocket. The victim in another instance 
actually spent many pounds in the course 
of a year on books; yet, when he was first 
caught stealing, was found to have 
collected a number of volumes of almost no 
value, all of which had been stolen at 
times when he was making his purchases. 

His folly proved his ruin, and he tear- 
fully confessed: “ I cannot tel] what made 
me do it. ' Í used to hear a voice whisper- 
ing: ‘ Put it in your pocket. It won't he 
missed.’ I tried keeping away from book- 
shops, but it was no use. I was always 
drawn back.’’

After a long and bitter controversy in. 


the.Naval Affairs Committee of the House 
of Representatives, at Washington, agree- 
ment at last has been reached in respect 
of the United States building programme. 
This agreement will be embodied in a 
bill which will be introduced into Con- 
gress next week by Mr. Thomas Butler, 
Chairman of the Committee, and will 
strike a heavy blow at the pretensions of 
the “ Big Navy ” party. The new pro- 
gramme will provide for the construction 
of fifteen cruisers of 10,000 tons apiece, 
and one air-craft carrier, at a total cost 
of £54,800,000, It stipulates that the 
cruisers shall be laid down within three 
years and completed within six years, and 
that the air-craft carrier shall be laid down 
within two years. Fifteen cruisers and one 
air-craft carrier constitute a very modest 
provision for the naval requirements of 
the United States in comparison with the 
fantastic programme which was demanded 
recently by the “ Big Navy ” group. Its 
minimum demand was for seventy-one 
vessels at a total cost of £148,000,000; 
and the taxpayer, at least, will rejoice at 
the way in which this huge sum has been 
reduced. Of course, the construction of 
fifteen 10,000-ton cruisers will place the 
navy of the United States in a position of 
much strength as against its British and 
Japanese rivals; but the Committee has

Unemployment. 


The final report of the Free State Un- 
employment Committee, which we print 
to-day, is of more than passing interest. 
This Committee was appointed towards the 


}end of last year under the chairmanship of 


Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., and it was re- 
quired to suggest measures for the imme- 
diate relief of unemployment. Its report 
is a careful document, which makes at 
least one valuable contribution to the un- 
employment problem. It states definitely 
that temporary relief works are demoralis- 
ing and excessively costiy, and that, 
furthermore, they generally result in the 
worst type of work. We agree heartily 
with this point of view. The provision 
of work merely for work’s sake is 
utterly wrong, and it is high time that the 
fallacy should be exposed. Naturally, the 
Committee has not been able to make any 
very startling proposals. The unemploy- 
ment problem is mainly the result of 
economic causes, and the removal of these 
is beyond the power of any committee or 
even of any Government. Its suggestion 
that a continuous housing scheme shall 
be started, however, is excellent, especially 
as it is reinforced by the proposal that an 
immediate conference shall be called 
between the master-builders and the 
building operatives in the Free State 
under an impartial chairman. A well- 
organised housing scheme would serve a 
double purpose, inasmuch as it would pro- 
vide remunerative work for a fairly large 
number of men, and also would provide 
houses for the people. Hitherto almost 
every housing scheme has suffered owing 
to excessive costs. The masters have 
blamed the men; the trade unions have 
blamed the masters, and between the two 
sides the houseless public has been left in 
the lurch. Surely it ought to be possible 
to reduce building costs. If masters and 
men came together in the right spirit, they 
might reach an agreement which would 
have a widespread effect on the whole 
industrial situation in the Saorstdt. At 
any rate, the scheme deserves a trial. 


Wild Birds. 


Lord Buckmaster’s bill for the protection 
of lapwings has passed through its final 
stage in the House of Lords, and will 
be introduced in the House of Commons 
almost immediately. This measure has 
been welcomed by all bird-lovers. The 
lapwing is not exactly a rare bird, but it 
serves a very useful purpose in nature's 
scheme of things. Not only does it lay 
‘* plovers’ eggs beloved of the gourmet, 
but it acts as a kind of seavenger on the 
land. Lord Buckmaster told the House of 
Lords that a single lapwing during the 
nesting season would consume as many as

It is, of course, true that the vear 1927 

is velieved from the worst of the conse- 
iences of the conditions in 1926 by pro- 
viding out of reserves last year for the 
abnormal or extra price of coal.

the gross receipts from Wembley traffic in 
1925 were about £500,000, leaving a difference 
of £1,900,000 due to other causes.

y material extent would soon offset the 
extra takings. ‘I'he public attitude of mind 
towards excursion traffic policy rarely makes 
sufficient allowance for the very high pro- 
portion of new traffic at low fares, which is 
necessary to make good such diversion. On 
the other hand, even skilled critics of the 
policy are too apt to test the extent of 
diversion by reference to statistics and figures 
of past ordinary traffic that in any case 
would have lost to the rail through 
yoad competition or lack of means. 

As regards freight train traffic, the posi- 
tion is more satisfactory, and the receipts 
were £1,914,000, or 44 per cent. better than 
in 1925. in this result there are a number 
of eross-currents. From Ist February, 1927, 
there was a general small increase of rates, 
in the civcumstances explained at the last 
annual meeting. Normally this would have 
epresented an increase of about 6 per cent. 
over 1925 receipts, and there were in addi- 
tion one million more tons of coal and 
1.200.000 more tons of other minerals con- 
veved, with a slight increase in ordinary 
merchandise. The fact that receipts from 
freight train traffic increased by 45 per cent. 
“I iy was due to changes in the nature 
of the traffic conveyed, for, while 
lower-rated traffics, such as iron- 

and. iron and steel, increased, 
the higher-rated traffics decreased in 
volame. The improvement in the iron and 
steel traffic was marked, and the volume 
conveyed was the largest since amalgamation ; 
but it must be remembered that some of this 
was due to the accumulation «* requirements 
delayed by the high price of coal in 1926.

Maintenance of rolling stock does not show 

e same marked reduction, as it is only 
£78,000 less than in 1925. though £600, 
less than the 1923 figure of £11,310,000. This 
reduced expenditure has, however, been ac- 
companied by a great improvement ‘in output 
of work, resulting in an improved condition 
of the stock. 

Locomotive runhing expenses are largely 
governed by two factors—mileage run and 
price of coal. In 1927 more train miles were 
run than in any year since the war for both 
passenger and freight services, and the pas- 
Senger trains for the first time exceeded the 
1915 level. This Is mainly due to the addi- 
tional excursion trains provided, which have 
created new traffics in place of the traffics lost 
to the roads. While short distance traffic has 
been greatly affected by the road competition, 
it still represents a very large part of the 
bái S receipts, and regular train services 
coin) ga an reduced, and are not very 
sy oie, since the traffic offerin 
varies from time to time. Freight trains are 
more readily altered to meet variations in 
traftic demands, but the need for prempt con- 
veyance renders it impossible to hold u trains 
We pr economic load is available. 

c Or steam trains shows a reduction of 
£948,000 (although 140,000 additional tons 
were consumed) Owing to the lower prices 
teenie. in 1927. Coal for steam trains is still a 
£2,000 OF tare and at £5,381,000 is about 

,000, greater than before the war. 

The locomotive operating results were un- 
favourable in the early part of the year. and 
are reflected in the whole year’s working, but 
a steady improvement was noticeable as the 
effects of the coal stoppage disappeared, and 
sO far in 1928 the results generally are the 
best since the formation of the amalgamated 
company. In the first six weeks of 1928, 
comparing with the abnormal corresponding 
period in 1927, we ran 1.1 per cent. more 
train miles, but 10.9 per cent. less engine 
hours were required, with a reduction of 
£56,000 in wages of the locomotive running 
staff. (Applause.) 

Traffic expenses, which consist as to nearly 
90 IS cent. of labour costs, are less by 
£498,000, due, in a large part, to a reduction 
in the higher classes of goods traffic which 
require to be handled. This reduction in 
volume of work was accompanied by a 
slightly greater relative reduction in the 
aggregate hours of duty of the staff affected, 
even though the tendency to send small con. 
signments involving handling still continued 
in 1927, as the average number of such con. 
signments per ton steadily increases each 
year. Other factors in the Saving were the 
fruition of economies in working and a reduc- 
tion in the floating addition to Wages of 
certain grades which varies with the cost of 
living. 

In general charges, £173,000 of the decrease 
of £202,000 since 1925 is due to a transfer of 
a share of these administrative expenses to 
other businesses, such as steamboats, docks 
and hotels, but the balance of £29.000 is due 
to further economies. Attention was directed 
at previous meetings to the decrease in 
salaries chargeable to this account, and each 
year since 1922 has shown a decided diminu- 
tion, the figure for 1922 being £850,000, com- 
pared with £555,000 now, a decrease of 35 
per cent., due to reorganisation rendered 
possible by the amalgamation. (Applause.) 
This alone, it may be added, is equivalent. to 
0.5 per cent. per annum on the company’s 
ordinary capital. 

The only other railway expenditure item 
of moment is that of rates. Under the 
system by means of which railway companies 
are assessed, valuations rise when profits in- 
crease and fall when profits diminish. but 
the decrease in our. valuation this year is to 
a large extent offset by increases due to 
higher poundages levied, which have meant 
an addition to our expenditure for 1927 of 
nearly £200,000. Some of this is due to the 
increase in the poor rate. following the coal 
stoppage, and some of it is due to the in- 
creased expenditure on public roads. 

It will be seen that the decrease in receipts 
has been much more than covered by the 
decrease in the expenditure, with the result 
that the net receipts from railway working 
amount to £15,706,000, or £1,584,000 more 
than in 1925. 

Let me warn those who are making com- 
parisons with resuits of previous years to 
notice the change that has been made in the 
form of accounting, which now spreads the 
general charges over the ancillary businesses 
as well as the railway proper. 

As regards other businesses, steamboats 
show an improvement of £158,000, and the 
best result recorded; canals, an improvement 
of £29,000; docks, an improvement of 
£25,000; hotels, dining cars, &c., alone show- 
ing a worsening of £66,000-—a result attri- 
huted to the reduction of passenger business 
on the railway line. For all the businesses 
the net receipt of £16,250,000 is practically 
equal to the best year since grouping, for if 
is only £68,000 below 1923—a year in which 
the average level of freight rates was rather 
higher than in 1927. 

THE DIVIDEND. 

You may at once remember that in 1923 
7 per cent, was paid, and 6} per cent. 
actually earned. If the dividend position had 
to be determined at this point we might, 
indeed, have emulated 1925. But we have to 
go beyond it. It is in the miscellaneous 
receipts that the position has materially 
worsened as a result of the large decrease in 
interest, due to the heavy drafts upon 
reserves in the last few years, and particularly 
in 1926.

CAPITAL AND MAINTENANCE. 

Now let me deal with capital and main- 
tenanee questions. During the as oppor- 
tunity was taken to issue at pee cent. 
£5,850,550 of 5 per cent. Redeemable Deben- 
ture Stock in order to comply with the 
requirements of the Railways Act 1921, and 
to increase the company’s liquid resources. 
Of this, £5,750,000 was offered to existing

Not only have 1,151 Jocomotives, 3,886 
carriages and 78,543 new wagons been placed 
on the line, but the efficiency uf the stock is 
much higher than at any other time in the 
history of the company. (Applause.) For 
the sake of any of my listeners to whom one 
big figure is very much like any other, 
perhaps I may put it another way. These 
varriages would make a train stretching from 
Edinburgh to Glasgow. These wagons would 
make a train stretching from Euston well 
beyond Carlisle, and represent a new wagon 
being put on the line at least every ten 
minutes of the working day for five years. 
Owing to the introduction of modernised 
appliances and methods the equipment of 
the company’s shops has so improved: that 
at the end of 1927 the proportion of the stock 
under or awaiting repair was the lowest since 
the formation of the company. In loco- 
motives alone the stock under or awaiting 
repair has fallen each year since amalgama- 
tion, and from being 13.47 per cent. in 1925 
is now only 8.66 per cent. (Applause.) The 
difference between these two rates may better 
be realised when it is explained that it repre- 
sents the release of 500 locomotives, which at 
present prices would cost about 2} million 
pounds, AÍ 

In analysing the cost of building one 
particular type of vehicle in 1927, as com- 
pared with 1925, we find that the element 
in the costs which is susceptible to control 
and improvement+-that is, the part represent- 
ing the manufacturing costs—has fallen 30 
per cent. owing to the improved manufactur- 
ing methods that have been installed. 
(Applause.) The capital expenditure and re- 
organisation is thus bearing fruit, and 
although the cost to the company has been 
lowered the men have been able to earn more 
money. (Applause.) 

The modernisation of the Crewe Works is 
approaching completion, and is already 
resulting in reduced costs. During last 
year we have introduced what is known 
as the ‘belt system,” which has 
been made (familiar in motor car 
manulacture, into our repair shops. 
Broadly speaking, instead of a locomotive 
remaining stationary and having every suc- 
cessive job done upon it at one spot, under 
the system of progressive repairs one stage 
of repair is always going on at any one place, 
and the locomotives move up to it. It is a 
much more diffreult thing to introduce for 
repairs than for new manufacture, and de- 
mands for its best results a reasonable stan- 
dardisation of types. The advantages to the 
company ard to the workers have exceeded 
our expectations, 

NEW TYPES OF ENGINE. 

The stock of locomotives taken over from 
the amalgamated companies was, of course, 
by no means ideal, both as to the unneces- 
sary and wasteful variety of types and also 
their general condition in regard to age. By 
steady application of the annual renewal pro- 
gramme, we are gradually reducing the num- 
ber of actual types and getting towards a 
stock more closely adapted to our traffic 
requirements. But we have felt the necessity 
for a more powerful locomotive, equal, with- 
out double heading, to our heaviest main line 
trains, with all their modern additional drain 
of engine power for steam heating, electric 
lighting, etc. Physical facts in regard to 
British railway bridge construction and over- 
head clearances severely limit the scope for 
engineering variety, and these narrow limits 
within which all new development must take 
place call for great ingenuity if the required 
additional power with economical coal con- 
sumption is to be obtained. 

In the Royal Scot engine our expectations 
both as to power and economical running 
have been exceeded, and Sir Henry Fowler, 
the company’s chief mechanical engineer, and 
his staff are to be congratulated on the great 
success of their design—(Applause)—and we 
acknowledge the services of the North British 
Locomotive Company in both quality of work 
and promptitude of delivery. (Applause.) 
As an illustration of the possibilities of loco- 
motives of this type I may mention that, in 
arranging the running of the Royal Scot, the 
well-known 10 o'clock train, both ways, 
Euston-Glasgow, by putting the stop and 
change of engines at Carlisle, the service can 
be met by three of the Royal Scot class in place 
of eight of other types formerly necessary. 
(Applause.) The Euston-Carlisle run is thus 
a result of economic working, and only inci- 
dentally a world’s record daily non-stop run. 
For those of you who take an interest in 
such statistics I may mention that the coal 
consumed per mile is equivalent to just over 
an ounce per ton of the weight of the train, 
including the locomotive. (Laughter.) 

The amounts charged against revenue, 
about five and one quarter millions, to sup- 
port the renewal and maintenance funds have 
been fully adequate for their purpose. The 
expenditure of capital for improving the 
efficiency of the line and adapting it to the 
changing trends of industry since the amalga- 
mation has been very great. A single year 
is a short view in such matters, for many of 
the improvements carried on while the full 
flow of daily traffic is passing uninterruptedly 
necessarily take a long time to complete. 

IMPROVEMENTS SINCE 
AMALGAMATION. 

It will be of interest to look briefly at what 
we have put in hand in the five years since 
the amalgamation. In improvements of pas- 
senger and goods station accommodation the 
programmes come to a million and a quarter 
—the major part falling upon capital account 
—affecting nearly 300 stations. On the line 
itself, in sidings, widenings and works, some 
four millions sterling affect over 700 different 
parts of the line. People who talk glibly 
about the economies of amalgamation, and, 
perhaps with some vague recollections of 
flamboyant political estimates, are inclined 
to overlook that, in a considerable number of 
cases, economies involve, in the first instance, 
some little period after amalgamation for 
combined experience to devermine the best 
things to be undertaken in tne new condi- 
tions and their order of urgency; second, 
substantial initial capital expenditure; and, 
third, an appreciable lapse ot time for the 
execution of the work. i 

It is rarely that one station. can be made 
to serve instead oí two, or that ofhces can 
be combined or any kind of concentration 
effected without some expense of adaptation 
being necessary, and my personal view Is 
that the expense tends to be higher and to 
take longer to effect than in the case of 
ordinary factory concentration in industry. 

: STAFF. | 

You will all have been watching with 
interest during the year the growth through- 
out industry of a definite feeling that the 
method of approach to industrial questions 
is capable of improvement. ‘This feeling came 
to a head. as you know, recently in con- 
ferences taking place between ‘tertam large 
representative industrialists. and a Committee 
of the Trade Union Congress. The develop- 
ment of practical co-operation giving expres- 
sion to this spirit has reached quite different 
stages in different industries. What is 
desirable and what is possible, of course, 
varies from industry to industry. In our 
own case the improvement in the relations 
with the company’s servants, to which the 
Chairman referred at our last meeting, un- 
doubtedly continued during the year. It 
became sufficiently consolidated as a new 
attitude of mind for me to make an appeal 
with some confidence during the ‘summer. 
The events of the years 1926 and 1927 have 
brought a clearer realisation to the railway- 
man that the very maintenance and existence 
of his position are involved in the prosperity 
of the railway as a whole—(hear, “ages Rea 
that this’prosperity can be materially affected 
by his own attitude towards it. Moreover, 
those for whom he works also realise that 
workers in the humblest position may have a 
fund of knowledge, influence and initiative 
which, in the aggregate, is of great value to 
the concern. (Hear, hear.) . 

In August last a we invitation was 
given to every one of our large staff to join 
with the officers, in the light of the present 
financial position, to co-operate in local 
councils by pooling their knowledge and sug- 
gestions. ‘This appeal was most cordially 
received everywhere, and our establishment 
officer, Mr. Clower, has been indefatigable 
in leading the yr oe meetings thpough- 
out the country starting the movement 
upon the right lives. (Applause.) 

We make acknowledgment to the trade 
union authorities for their attitude towards 
it and the wise counsel they have given 
to the men, and thank also our many local 
officers, who have had to translate in daily 
practice the spirit which we desire shall 
animate the movement. (Applause.) 

In urging upon officers and men so pro- 
nounced a change. cf outlook on our day-to- 
day railway pra lems it was deemed ve 
importance the whole of our 270,000 
employés should have an so sg of 
gaining a clear conception of the aims and 
scope of the experiment. A series of con- 
ferences was arranged with the company’s 
local officers, together with authorised repre- 
sentatives of the men, at which the proposals 
were fully discussed. Some twenty such 
conferences have actually taken place, 
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and merchandise bisiness—( )—how 
reductions can be secured in the large 
amounts paid for damage to property and loss 
of goods, the avoidance of injuries to the 
company’s servants, how economies can be 
secured in the expenditure of human energy, 
the consumption of fuel, lighting, tools and 
stores of every kind, how station operations 
can conducted more efficiently and 
economically, how the n.ovement of traffic 
by rail or road can be more speedily and 
safely performed, and many other subjects 
vital to the well-being of our railway. 

It may be of graphic interest aid illnstra- 
tion to you, perhaps, if I take several sample 
items from some of the minutes that have 
come to hand. 

Under economies in consumption, in one 
place, as a result of comparison and co- 
operation, use of gas was reduced by 30,000 
feet in nine months, and in another instance 
21,500 feet were saved in five weeks. In 
another instance the men have arranged to 
bring their damaged tools from their engines 
and deposit them in the cleaners’ stores. The 
consumption of oil in another centre was 
reduced by one pint per 100 engine miles. 
Economies in labour costs have resulted from 
employes’ suggestions for alterations in work 
programmes and in the utilisation of unpro- 
ductive time. Improvements in train working 
have resulted from shifting the centre from 
which particular trains have been worked. 
Improvements in station and cartage working 
and wagon supplies have been suggested in a 
large number of cases, small, no doubt, in- 
dividually, but important in the aggregate. 
(Applause. ) 

As a further instance of the co-operative, 
or, perhaps, I should say the corporative, 
spirit, I might refer to the following incident. 
A fire occurred at one of our carriage and 
wagon shops, and a suggestion originated 
from the staff that some of them should 
volunteer to come on duty on Sunday and 
salvage some of the stores material. In 
response 55 men, one clerk and three foremen 
turned up—one man walking nearly four miles 
to assist—with the result that the whole of 
the stores débris was sifted over and quanti- 
ties of usable material recovered and loaded 
up for head stores, while good progress was 
made with temporary stores fixtures. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

A survey of the activities in the interesting 
field of labour enterprise would not be com- 
plete without some allusion to a scheme re- 
organised early last year for stimulating in- 
dividual members of the staff to thought and 
to give views as to means by which. the 
interests of the railway can be furthered. 
During the few months the scheme has been 
working something like 5,000 individual sug. 
gestions, more of general than local applica- 
tion, have been received. Many of these 
possess distinct merit, and their adoption has 
contributed to more efficient and economical 
operations. Suitable monetary recognition 
has been made in such cases. 

May I mention three or four? 

A labourer employed in the carriage and 
wagon department suggested the use of dis- 
solved acetylene for a particular purpose in 
breaking up wagons, &c. This has been 
adopted, and it is estimated a saving of £260 
per annum will acerue. (Applause.) 

An employé suggested a revision of the 
engine cleaners* duties at one of the engine 
sheds, which secured a reduction in costs of 
about £343 per annum. (Applause.) 

Another designe a lifting clip for facilitat- 
ing the handling and unloading of iron plates 
from ships’ holds. The device has been 
severely tested, and it is demonstrated the 
pao can be unloaded at a substantially 
ower cost per ton. The appliance is being 
generally B wale at ports for this class of 
trafic. 

A wagon repairer submitted a design for a 
clip to be fitted to the sliding doors of 
covered goods vans with the object of pre- 
venting the doors becoming displaced and 
falling off in transit. The suggestion has 
been adopted. 

And what is to be the practical outcome of 
all these efforts’? It is, of course, too soon to 
attempt to assess or table results, but that 
substantial good will accrue can even now be 
definitely asserted. In the course of vears 
many a mickle makes a muckle. ) 

This can be said—that there has already 
been created throughout the service a new 
interest in the success of the railway and a 
clearer apprehension by all of the difficulties 
that confront each separate section of the 
workers. There is in being a new sense of 
the value of team work and a spirit of general 
good-will, (Applause.) 

ROAD TRANSPORT. 

As shareholders you will have been follow- 
ing in the Press the discussions upon the 
bills for securing road transport powers on 
the railways. Our own bill will be sub- 
mitted for the approvai of the shareholders 
at a special meeting. What, briefly, is the 
nature of the powers we seek? The com- 
panies seek powers to provide passenger and 
goods services on the publicly-owned roads 
in any district to which access is afforded by 
their system, either by themselves or by 
agreement with other road users, and this 
bill enables them to apply their funds for. the 
purpose of such services and agreements. 

In 1922 the L. and N.W. and Midland 
Companies promoted a bill for road powers 
for goods traffic. The second reading was 
carried after full debate in the House of 
Commons, but the bill was withdrawn in 
Committee because of the attitude the 
Minister of Transport. the question of 
identity of charges where the service is rarely 
actually identical in all respects is not now 
at issue, and it ts our view that the bill 
we have now deposited, coupled with the 
powers conferred on the Railway Rates 
Tribunal by the Act of 1921, afford ample 
safeguards against road rates subsidised out 
of other revenues. (Applause.) 

The matter has. two main approaches. 
First, the public interest, including the 
interests of those who are more or less com- 
pelled to use the rail, especially the heavy 
industries, and, secondly, justice to the rail- 
way shareholders. (Applause.) Most people 
will agree that transport by road and rail 
requires co-ordination in the public interest, 
and that the most economic combination of 
these two means for each particular set of 
circumstances must be discovered and made 
available. Now, the road transport people, 
with no railway control or interests, cannot 
achieve this, but the railways, by extending 
their use of road vehicles. will be able to 
explore its possibilities and afford a service. 

An outside authority, without financial 
responsibility, could net dragoon the two 
elements into economic fusion, and merely to 
leave co-ordination to voluntary arrangement 
between the two interests” is unsatisfactory, 
inasmuch as the road interests have certain 
special economic privileges which give them 
a position of undue advantage. -({Applause.) 
Co-ordination of the two forms in the public 
interest is, therefore, dependent upon these 
railway powers. Inasmuch as the railways 
now bear every burden upon their own road 
vehicles which other road vehicle owners 
bear, and in addition pay heavy local rates 
which the other road users do not, and such 
rates go far to subsidise the use of roads 
against rails, the railways claim that, in 
justice, they should be allowed the ordinary 
use of such roads. (Applause.) But it must 
not be supposed that their case rests merely 
upon the payment of such rates and that 
it would be met by the remission of them. 


ot 


industry compared with rails, in the sense 
that it does not stand economically on its 
own feet. In the distribution of the burden 
between road users, the heavy transport lorry 
gains at the expense of the private car, The 
advantage which the internal combusion 
motor has over a railway for certain traffics 
has largely teen artificially increased by 
the huge expenditure of public funds to pro- 
vide éflicient tracks for such vehicles and 
policemen to regulate them. The capital 
sunk in our permanent way and in 
appliances for the safety of the public 
using it, and the expenditure on main- 
taining that track and im operating its 
signalling and other safety arrangements, 
together with local rates on the track, are 
necessary ingredients in rates and fares. The 
corresponding costs for road motor’ services 
are not necessary ingredients in road rates 
and fares, as such charges have only to pay a 
part of such costs, and the balance is borne 
by ratepayers and taxpayers, including, of 
course, railway companies, Thus, the State 
and the individuals permitted to run such 
services have become competitors with the 
privately-owned railways. 

In 1913 local rates paid by railways repre- 
sented 10.9 p.c. of net revenue. ey have 
risen now ‘to over 17 p.c., and an average of 
20 p.c. in the last five years. But when road 
áil rail costs are compared it must not he 
supposed that local rates are the only species 
elements in the latter, and some special and 
peculiar items are often lost sight of when 
comparisons with foreign rail rates are made. 
For example :— 

ROAD TRAFFIC. 

Government passenger duty amounts to 
£400,000 per annum, and is an archaic and 
differential impost. The obligation to fence 
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the pe ts is a“ most iúl » and, is 
a t in mafy countries. Then there 
are heavy annual e3 in: maintenance o 
roads on bridgés bver railways, and for the 
upkeep of those bridges the obligation of 
maintenance , of course, become much 
heavier jn consequence of recent development 
of road motor transport. We have the irony 
of seeing our expenses increased by the same 
instrument that diminishes our receipts. 
(Applause. ) 

h e construction of competing public roads 
is not the subject of Parliamentary enquiry 
before construction, as when a railway line 
Is proposed, and the ultimate aims oí the 
Government are nét apparent. Apart ‘from 
the damage thus done to railways, which 
were vegarded as of vital importance in the 
late war; the use of motor duties for such 
construction necessarily deprives the existing 
roads of the contributions made towards 
their upkeep, and simply means that the new 
roads are being built at the expense of the 
ratepayers, who in their own areas meet 
expenditure which should be borne out of 
the motor duties. A review of the whole 
question is overdue, and the railway attitude 
is shortly :— 

(a) That road traffic, like railway trafic, 
should bear its economic cost. (Applause.) 

(b) That railway and road traffic, should 
not bear such unequal charges for rates and 
taxes. 

(c) That great main roads should not be 
built without full public enquiry and 
criticism somewhat analogous to the proce- 
dure for new railways. 

(d) That if the construction of roads will 
materially affect other transport facilities 
authorised by Parliament, they should then 
decide how the latter are to continue. 

Companies have urged enquiry into this 
matter for some years, and when they have 
road powers will continue to urge for general 
limitations in the public interest which they 
themselves will share. Interested sections, of 
course, which previously showed no en- 
thusiasm for such an enquiry, now suddenly 
urge it as essential. Why? Because they see 
a chance of delaying justice and putting the 
railways still further at a disadvantage 
during the period that must necessarily 
elapse, (Appiause.) Some who urge an 
enquiry, of course, have no such motive and 
actually think that it is desirable at this 
juncture, but a little examination shows that 
these large questions have no real immediate 
bearing upon the simple policy of the bills, 
for which the Select Committee of the House 
is an adequate enquiry, and the true inward- 
ness of a very specious plea is laid bare. 

The position under the Railways Act of 
1921 is clearly as follows :—When net revenue 
increases, from whatever sdurce it is obtained 
—railways, dining-cars, road services, 
steamers, docks, interest: on investments, and 
even bookstall rece:pts—railway charges 
will tend to fall. On the other 
hand, when net revenue decreases? rail- 
way rates will tend to throw increasing 
burdens on the traffic conveyed by rail. The 
manufacturer in the heavy export trades, who 
is taxed to provide roads below cost for the 
benefit of motor transport of high grade but 
comparatively light goods, is penalised a 
second time by this system of subsidies, 
which are slowly appearing to be recognised 
by the rate and taxpayers. The railwavs 
desire neither to force everyone on to the 
rails nor to press further congestion upon 
the roads. Obviously every ton thet econom!- 
cally ought to be on the rails and goes on the 
roads is a loss to standard revenue, and 
burdens the heavy industries unnecessarily 
It is not so generally realised that even 
where traffic is properly on the roads, if the 
profit therefrom goes into outside hands, it 
does not help the other trades, but if the 
carriage belotigs to the railway it aids the 
standard revenue and the heavy industries. 

TWO DEVELOPMENTS 

Before closing, I ought to refer to two 
important developments. During the year the 
efforts of our development section to explore 
the ee aggre of containers for use with 
merchandise traffic have definitely emerg-d 
from the experimental stage, and, on the 
initiative of this company, are now beirg 
adopted for general use. Experience has 
shown that the container is a means by which 
the manufacturer can avoid heavy expenses 
for packing and materially reduce the risk of 
breakage or damage, and, in accordance with 
anticipation, we find it is being keenly 
enquired for by an increasing number of 
traders. It is confidently expected that, as 
its uses become better known, it will be 
realised on all sides that it provides a con- 
venient door-to-door transport, and enables 
us more effectively to compete with road 
motor services. (Applause.) 

You will have seen reference in the Press 
to a new development we have been carefully 
fostering—viz., the railhead system of con- 
centrating merchandise traffic. We are 
pioneers in this development, and now have 
some 400 centres of this kind, and it is 
pleasing to report that on every hand we 
are told by traders that since adopting this 
principle they have found their local business 
has expanded. Briefly, the principle is to 
provide warehouse space in our goods stations 
at big centres to which traffic is consigned in 
bulk, and then split up into small lots, so as 
to meet the more or less retail conditions 
under which so much of present day business 
is carried on. In other words, the railhead 
system provides a bulk store of goods con- 
veniently situated for the customers, who are 
thus put in a position to get immediate 
delivery of even single small packages—an 
advantage formerly beyond their reach. Our 
exceptional position as extensive warehouse 
owners has secured this advantage, and at a 
time when the changes in business practice 
just referred to were gradually denuding our 
buildings of storage business. 

STEADY RECOVERY IN TRADE. 

You may be expecting me, in conclusion, 
to assume the of prophet and enlarge 
upon the prospects to trade during 1928. I 
am no pessimist, but it is not possible to be 
enthusiastic about immediate revival in the 
textile and heavy industries upon which the 
country’s prosperity still depends in so large 
a measure. But I do look forward with 
adequate evidence for the hope to quiet and 
steady recovery, which will be more healthy 
and reliable, and meantime we have a well. 
sustained prosperity in a large number of 
minor industries which has gone far to 
mitigate our worst troubles. In this sphere 
there is at present no reason to expect what 
our American friends call recession. 

Despite the aftermath of 1926, 1927 had a 
total volume of production probably 10 per 
cent. in advance of the average of the four 
years, 1922 to 1925, and, if the two great 
classes of trade are taken together, I see no 
reason why the advance of 1928 upon 1927 
should not be similar in Fr, As The 
reactions of such a gradual growth upon 
our company’s revenues should be direct 
but the factors are too complex for the 
measure of it to be exactly the same, or 
capable of forecast, especially with the new 
conditions of freight rates introduced from the 
appointed day at the beginning of this year. 

Ladies and gentlemen, I now beg to move 
‘that the report now read with the state- 
ments of accounts be received and adopted,’’ 
and ask Sir John Field Beale to second the 
resolution. Before putting the resolution I 
shall be pleased to hear any comments which 
the shareholders may desire to make. 
(Applause. ) 

Sir John Field Beale, K.B.E., seconded the 
resolution, and the Chairman having replied 
to points raised by shareholders in the course 
of the discussion which ensued, it was put 
to the meeting and carried unanimously. 

The dividends recommended were declared, 
and the retiring directors were re-elected. 

The retiring anditor was reappointed, and 
a cordial vote of thanks to the Chairman 
concluded the proceedings.

Progress of the Gaelic code in Ulster has. been 
featured in the 1927 games.

—have outshone many Southern counties of Guelic 
tradition by their initiative and individuality.

This will be a genuine test, though neither 
team, to my mind, represents the full strength of 
its respective province. ‘The province of Munster 
must be hopelessly bankrupt in Gaelic football if 
no player worthy of selection can be found outside 
Kerry.

Monaghan, as Ulster Champions, have adopted 
similar tactics.

KILLED BY MOTOR CAR. 


YOUTH SENT FOR TRIAL AT 
NAVAN. 

At Navan District Court this week, a youth 
named Joseph Donohoe was returned for trial 
to the next Trim Criminal Cireuit Court, on 
bail, on a charge of killing Eugene Gilsenan, 
a local merchant, by knocking him down with 
a motor car on the 11th inst.

He was 
dragged along for about six feet, and the car, 
which had been travelling at a moderate pace, 
stopped about fourteen feet away. At the 
point. where the aceident took place the street 
was twenty-two feet wide. 

It was stated that Donohoe, who is only

swerved to the left to avoid the deceased, but 
the car struck the man and went over him.
